Bucking the more recent trend of having uncon- 
tested races for the town's top office, Mattapoisett now 
joins her sister community of Rochester in having an early 
two-way race for the open three-year Selectman's seat in 
this year's Annual Town Election. 

Incumbent Raymond Andrews took out nomi- 
nation papers for his fourth consecutive three-year term 
of office on January 14 but will face a challenge from 
first-time candidate George "Podgie" Randall, who also 
pulled the necessary nomination papers from the Town 
Clerk's office on January 16. 

At press time, neither candidate had yet returned 
the necessary signatures to place their name on the May 
20 election ballot. The deadline to file signed nomination 
papers is March 31, 2008. 

In a written statement announcing his candidacy 
for re-election, Mr. Andrews noted: "It has been my honor 
and privilege to have served the residents of Mattapoisett 
in various positions since 1992.

men has estabHshed operational leadership in Town Hall 
to see that Mattapoisett is run in a professional manner as

Addressing the reason he is seeking another 
three-year term after already serving nine years in of- 
fice, Mr. Andrews said: 'The short answer is that much 
remains to be done.

the transformation that has been happening on Bartstow 
Street. 

At first glance, one will notice the painstaking 
attention to detail that has gone into the design that has 
not only made the building beautiful to look at, but also 
efficient to operate. Light pours into the building from 
every direction regardless of where one stands inside the 
library. The ground floor that will house the children's 
section — though below street level — is an open, airy 
and inviting place full of color and light. The children's 
area has benches built into the wall of the structure that 
were designed with smallest readers in mind. The rest- 
room is equipped with a changing area so parents will 
be comfortable knowing there is a place to tend to their 
child's needs. The space is also designed in a manner that 
gives the librarian sight lines and visual access to the chil- 
dren's space whether they are stationed at the circulation 
desk or in their office. One of the more unique features 
of the ground floor is a security gate that was made from 
the recycled steel lattice grates that were removed from 
the lower story's windows to accommodate the buildings 
new wings. 

The lower portion of the south wing will house 
the staff's break room and will also be the home of a state- 
of-the-art meeting room. The room is designed for mul- 
timedia presentations and is also wired with surround 
sound and equipped with a drop-down screen allowing 
the library the means to present educational material or 
show a film. As visitors enter the stairwell in the south 
wing they will once again be met with a burst of sunlight 
pouring in through the grates in the lower portion of each 
stair. The south entry way connects the library to onsite 
parking for the first time in its history and is also where 
visitors will find the building handicap access. A three- 
stage elevator is on the premises eliminating the need for

ramps. 

The front entryway of the building is a combina- 
tion of the building's past and its future. The site of the 
building's old circulation desk being housed in a new 
rotunda will greet visitors as they enter the library. The 
rotunda is a two-level structure with a mezzanine and a 
staircase that wraps its way around the circulation area. 
The breezeways between the north and south wings offer 
another unique architectural feature with each section 
giving visitors a view of what used to be the building's 
outer walls. Visitors who sit in the periodical room lo- 
cated in the south wing will also be taken by the library's 
new harbor view, a product of the building growing taller 
during its remodeling.

Winter Moods 
SouthCoast Chamber Concert in Marion

Winter is a great time for music lovers on the 
Southcoast as a number of different groups take their 
turns, making the rounds throughout the area as the 
mercury dips and the short daylight hours force people 
indoors. On Thursday night, January 10, the SouthCoast 
Chamber Music Society brought their ensemble of world- 
class musicians to the Marion Music Hall for an evening 
of sublime musical pleasure as they presented their "A 
Very French Program'' celebrating genius of four of 
France's finest composers. 

As is often the tradition when the Chamber Music 
Society performs, the organization's president, Tony Lew- 
is, began the evening with an informative and entertain- 
ing lecture dissecting the stories behind the compositions 
that were about to be performed. Mr. Lewis' impassioned 
talk gave the listening audience a sense of the incredible 
confluence of talent from the world of literature, art and 
music that made the Paris scene of the late nineteenth and 
early twentieth centuries one of the most fertile creative 
grounds in the history of the arts. 

"What happened in Paris at this time," according 
to Mr. Lewis, "is that Paris became a mecca for artists, for 
writers, for designers, for dancers in a way that no other 
city has since."

on composers and writers creating an explosion of work 
that has become synonymous with not only French arts 
and culture, but culture the world over. It was from this 
period we have the impressionist painters, composers and 
one could say writers, who in many ways brought about 
what we now consider the modern art world as they 
broke with the traditions of the past to create the new. 

The four pieces performed this night were writ- 
ten over the span of about 140 years dating from the 
1830s through the 1970s with the first half of the program 
concentrating on the newest and the oldest pieces while 
the second half centered around the period of which Mr. 
Lewis spoke so eloquently of during his pre-performance 
talk. The first piece of the evening was Jean Francaix's 
Quatuor played as a quartet of violin, viola, cello and Eng- 
lish horn, a wind instrument from the oboe family that 
occupies the tonal mid-range between oboe and bassoon. 
At times Donna Cobert's wind instruments' tone and tim- 
bre were such that the piece sounded much like a string 
quartet. The three string players — violinist Piotr Buczek, 
Cellist Timothy Roberts and viola player Don Krichnas- 
wami — blended their instruments' voices through all 
of the piece's creeping scales and whispered harmonies 
to create a piece of music so delicate and beautiful that it 
would unravel completely if you were to remove one of 
the voices from the others. 

The second piece. Hector Berlioz's mournful love 
song Les Nuits d'ete Op. 7, or Summer Nights, was per-

formed as a duet featuring the incomparable talents of 
pianist Leslie Amper and mezzo-soprano Rachel Lewis.

that 10 stainless steel bike racks were approved by the 
Transportation Committee to be placed on the front of 
the SRTA buses that service the area from Dartmouth to 
Marion.

ki of the engineering firm of Camp, Dresser and McKee 
(CDM) to discuss recent proposals submitted by CDM for 
phosphorous removal. Inflow and Infiltration (I&I), and 
determining the remaining capacity at the town's sewer 
treatment plant. 

"Basically there are five documents here for 
four separate scopes of work," Mr. Otoski said. "There 
are three task orders ... that the town has with CDM. In 
terms of the actual commitments to scope and funds, the 
first is for $14,830. These three task orders amount to less 
than $45,000. The general scope of this would involve ... 
physical analysis of various chemicals when added to 
(the) wastewater. This is testing various chemicals and 
infiltration to determine how much phosphorous can be 
removed (from the system)." 

"The way I see it, this is a study that the state is 
requiring us to do to see what our plant can do so they 
can set a limit at some point in time," Mr. Zora said. "We 
(already) have a chemical room designed in our plant to 
add these chemicals." 

"The second proposed task order ... would be 
to take the data that has been collected by the town and 
to determine if the plant has any additional capacity," 
Mr. Otoski said. "It's not a permit requirement, but it's 
something we suggest and think would be valuable to the 
town." 

"We need two sets of answers here: first, how 
much can the sewer plant handle relative to its permit.

and how much can the plant handle regardless of the 
permit (limit)/' Chairman Blanchette said. 

"Are we talking 50 (available) connections, are 
we talking 100 connections, or are we talking 10 connec- 
tions?'' Mr. Zora said. "(This task order) would give us a 
better handle on those numbers." 

"This task order will evaluate how many more 
pounds can be treated (at the plant)," Mr. Otoski added. 
"It will give you Marion-specific numbers (and) you can 
now say you have 'X' pounds per connection." 

"A lot of what we're processing now is ground- 
water ... we have an I&I problem," Mr. Zora said. "When 
we have heavy rain, we get a lot of load (with) very weak 
diluting because of rainwater." 

"I wanted to come away from this with a bet- 
ter idea of how much additional capacity we have at the 
plant without expanding it," Selectman Henry said. "We 
need to know that amount." 

"The problem is the plant can't be viewed as one 
black box where you put flow in and a certain level of 
flow comes out," Mr. Otoski explained. "It's a series of 
boxes and every one of those has a certain breaking point, 
if you will. We'll be looking at those individual breaking 
points (in this task order)." 

"While we're doing the Village Loop water proj- 
ect, we thought the next thing to do was handle the I&I 
problems (in that area) instead of coming back five years 
later to (rip up the roads) again," Mr. Zora said.

With that, the board unanimously voted to ap- 
prove the three task orders as submitted by CDM and also 
voted to sign and approve the I&I standard form agree- 
ment. 

At 7:50 pm the board met with Finance Commit- 
tee (FinCom) Chairman Dr. Richard A. Kemp and mem- 
bers of this committee to discuss the town's budgetary 
constraints for the current and future Fiscal Years. 

"The FinCom has asked for level-funded budgets 
(from all departments) for FY2009/' Dr. Kemp said. ''We 
presently have a $504,669 shortfall — and that doesn't 
include the Sippican School or ORR District School 
(budgets). With those, I think it's at least going to be 
$800,000 or maybe closer to $1.2 million. Presently the 
town has $841,000 in Free Cash, however $341,000 of that 
is a one-time transfer from the communication cell towers 
made last year at Town Meeting. Initially when we got 
this money, the FinCom believed the $341,000 should be 
transferred into the Stabilization Fund. In short, what this 
means is that budgets and balancing them after 20 years 
of Proposition 2-1/2 is no longer possible. We've now 
asked departments to resubmit their budgets with a 10 
percent (across-the-board) decrease." 

Given the current estimates. Dr. Kemp projected 
that at this rate the town would be faced with a deficit in 
excess of $2 million by 2014. 

"Our expenses are growing at a higher rate 
than our revenue is," Dr. Kemp said. "Proposition 2-1/2

limits our tax rate to 2-1/2 percent plus new growth. In 
2007 there were only two new houses built in Marion. 
With state and local receipts decreasing, our budget this 
year (saw an) increase of $311,000. We can add another 
$100,000 to that for new growth. But when we just take 
the pension costs, group health insurance, and town 
insurance, that's almost 36 percent of that $411,000. Those 
fixed costs are precluding the use of doing anything else.'' 

Of the total projected $17,130 million FY09 Mari- 
on town budget, a whopping 56 percent, or $9.6 million, 
is devoted to Education; 12 percent ($2 million) to Public 
Safety; 12 percent ($1.9 million) to Pension and Insurance; 
9 percent ($1.47 million) to General Government; 6 per- 
cent ($1.1 million) to Public Works; 3 percent ($578,743) to 
Debt Services; 1 percent ($222,588) to Culture and Recre- 
ation; and 1 percent ($147,248) to Human Services. 

"We're letting you know exactly what our con- 
cerns are," Dr. Kemp said. "How are we going to resolve 
this? One is to slash everything by 10 percent. A second 
way is to use all our Free Cash ... but next year we're not 
going to have $1 million in available Free Cash. A third 
option to consider is to have everyone commit to a large, 
one-time (override) and not have any overrides for the 
next five years." 

Dr. Kemp said this latter option is based on a 
model from the Town of Arlington, which just passed 
a one-time 12 percent override to make up the budget 
shortfall.

"What we'd like to propose is an economic sum- 
mit of all departments, along with the public, to try and 
develop a consensus here in town as to what would be a 
much wiser and safer thing to do," Dr. Kemp said. 

"Fm an optimist and Fd like to think that next 
year we're not going to have all this doom and gloom," 
Chairman Blanchette said. "Fd like to think that we're not 
going to have this situation in five years (and) Fm hoping 
things will turn around." 

"My feeling is maybe you're putting the cart 
before the horse," Selectman Jeffrey added. "I think the 
first thing we need to do is have a summit and let people 
know." 

"I think there's been a lot of resistance from peo- 
ple who receive services to make cuts," Selectman Henry 
said. "But I think we need to be fearless ... if cuts need to 
be made — and I think they do — then we ought to do it." 

Dr. Kemp and the FinCom agreed to schedule an 
economic summit for all town departments and the public 
in the very near future. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Dawson noted the deadline for submitting articles for the 
Annual Town Meeting warrant is Friday, February 29. 

Mr. Dawson also discussed after having several 
meetings with Chairman Blanchette over the Emergency 
Medical Services (EMS) issue, he anticipates having a final 
report ready to be delivered at the next regular Select- 
men's meeting on February 5.

SouthCoast Chamber Music 

The world comes to the South Coast this week 
— the world of music, that is, as the South Coast Cham- 
ber Music Society presents concerts in Marion and New 
Bedford that span the globe. In offering works by Rus- 
sian Dimitri Shostakovich, Englishman Gerald Finzi, 
and Italian- Argentinian Alberto Ginestera, the acclaimed 
ensemble showcases three 20th Century contemporaries 
who couldn't be more different — or more captivating. 

Dimitri Shostakovich, now recognized as the 
greatest Russian composer of his era, toiled for years 
under Stalin's repressive regime and yet managed to 
distinguish himself in virtually every musical genre. The 
String Quartet in C major that South Coast audiences will 
hear may have been the composer's first, but it has always 
been recognized as a mature work, written in 1938, just 
after his acclaimed Vifth Symphony. 

The Quartet, which Shostakovich himself de- 
scribed as "cheerful, happy and lyrical," with its distinctly

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Russian sound, is often praised for its wit and lovely 
serenity of tone. Although the composer wrote that ''the 
work so captivated me that I finished it un-believably 
quickly/' the first String Quartet laid the groundwork for 
Shostakovich's fourteen subsequent string quartets. 

Audiences will also enjoy an earlier work by the 
Russian master, his Three Fantastic Dances. When these 
"piano miniatures" premiered, with Shostakovich himself 
on the piano, they were enthusiastically received in the 
Moscow Conservatory, and have been thrilling audiences 
ever since with their lively folk rhythms and fascinating 
harmonies. 

Gerald Finzi's Interlude for Oboe and String Quartet, 
his best known and admired work, was not written "un- 
believably quickly," and it took the composer four years 
to finish. Like Shostakovich, Finzi too uses folk melodies, 
though here they are distinctively English. The intimacy 
of the Interlude, its startling changes in mood and pitch, 
have made it a chamber music favorite. The piece, which 
features oboist Donna Marie Cobert, promises to give 
audiences a passionate and personal musical experience. 

South America is represented in Alberto Ginest- 
era's Impresiones de la Puna, which brings together flute 



and a string quartet. Here, too, it's folk music that lies at 
the heart of the work, which calls to mind the "puna," 
the high Andes mountain valleys. Lovely and haunting 
melodies suffuse the work's four movements, the first of 
which, one music historian writes, "takes its name and 
mood from the 'quena,' a traditional flute made of cane or 
clay or bone by the South American Indians." 

The concert, which will take place in Marion at 
the Marion Music Hall on Thursday, February 21, at 7:30 
pm and in New Bedford at Grace Episcopal Church on 
Sunday, February 24, at 3:00 pm will be preceded by a 
lecture one half -hour before the performance. Tickets 
($18) are available in advance at The Bookstall in Marion 
and The Symphony Music Shop in Dartmouth, or at the 
door on the day of the concert.

Tne conceit of Cloverfield, like The Blair Witch Project before it, is that 
we're watching video footage of unexplained, horrific events. While Blair 
Witch was all suggestion and no pay-off, though, Cloverfield delivers the 
goods. It's a giant-monster movie told from street level, from the view- 
point of regular people fleeing from the beast. The cycle of revelation and 
retreat can be electrifying, and it's fun to see this new angle on an old 
story. A goofball named Hud (T.J. Miller) captures the whole thing on 
a shaky borrowed digital camera, and when the monster shows itself in 
its full awful splendor near the end. Hud is mesmerized beyond terror; 
he stands there filming like a dummy, or like a human being in shock, 
as the thing gets ready for its closeup. 

Bellowing like an enraged foghorn, the monster crawls up from 
the depths off of Coney Island and slithers through Manhattan with an 
eerie, dislocated-elbow motion. In the monster-attack scenes, the movie's 
style — the apocalypse barely glimpsed — is chilling: We're seeing 
essentially what we would see if we were there. A faux cinema verite 
film like this, however, can get locked into repetition; in a conventional 
narrative, scenes build and are shaped dramatically, and the standard 
big-monster movies from Gojira to the more recent The Host can forge 
suspense out of editing, composition and dialogue in a way that a movie 
like Cloverfield can't. Yet Cloverfield, God save us all, attempts to have a 
plot — a conventional narrative plot wedded to a style that can't support 
it. 

The footage starts out at a going-away party for Rob Hawkins 
(Michael Stahl-David), who's leaving soon for a nice job in Japan. (We 
send them a yuppie, they send us a Toho beastie?) The party stops when 
the monster arrives, and Rob spends much of the movie trying to get 
to Midtown to rescue Beth (Odette Yustman), his lost love. Hud tags 
along, since there'd be no movie if he didn't, as well as Rob's brother's 
girlfriend Lily (Jessica Lucas) and outsider Marlena (Lizzy Caplan, whose 
shell-shocked deadpan steals the film). This results in more than a few 
flat, stagey scenes that feel especially inconsequential because there's a 
monster knocking large holes out of New York and who cares if Rob finds 




There've been a few grumbles that Cloverfield deals in 9 / 11 imagery. 
Such critics seem to forget Steven Spielberg's War of the Worlds, with its 
dust-covered survivors and its street poles littered with "missing" posters. 
As I said in my review of that film, 9/11 changed the way we imagine 
large-scale disaster; we've seen what real city devastation looks like, 
and we can't go back to tidier, more innocent visuals. The filmmakers, 
including producer J.J. Abrams (Lost) and director Matt Reeves, have 
dutifully talked up Cloverfield as a cathartic horror experience, much as 
Gojira was for post-Hiroshima Japan. The movie also tips its hat to its 
predecessors, including Alien and Star ship Troopers. Essentially, it's a 
noble experiment whose writer (Drew Goddard) couldn't resist a little 
boy-meets-girl, boy-loses-girl, boy-saves-girl-from-gigantic-critter Hol- 
lywood gloss. 

Still, I can't deny feeling several massive surges of adrenaline 
whenever the monster stomped on tanks (oh yes, the military does get 
involved, much to its regret) or knocked over buildings or took out the 
Brooklyn Bridge. 9/11 notwithstanding, fictional catastrophe is still a 
thrill, which is somewhat reassuring. I do have misgivings about the way 
the story plays out, but no monster movie is without some boring-part, 
you-can-hit-the-bathroom-now cheesiness, and I guess the flat sections 
work as time-outs from the chaos. For the most part, Cloverfield earns 
its spot on your shelf next to all the Harryhausens and Tohos. Oh, and 
if you really need to know where the monster came from, do a Google 
search for "Tagruato."
